NEW ORLEANS (AP)—Twenty- 
three white children went to class­ 
es in integrated William Frantz 
School today, spared the worst of 
the usual jeers from pickets be­ 
cause police cleared a one-block 
area around the building. 
While the gap in the segregation 
boycott widened, New Orleans leg­ 
islators prepared to ask the Or­ 
leans Parish School Board to re­ 
sign, tve New Orleans States-Item 
reported. 
Rep. Risley C. Triche, an ad­ 
ministration house floor leader, 
said: “ I don’t see any way for the 
schools to be financed unless the 
school board steps aside.” 
Vandals dumped red paint on 
the porch of the home formerly 
occupied by the Rev. Lloyd Fore­ 
man. a raining point in retum-to 
-school moves. 
Police questioned scores of per­ 
sons and Supt. Joseph Giarrusso 
said he expected an arrest. 
In the fjce of the move to get 
their re";rtr,a‘i''r,s. m e-'bf,rs of tuo 
board today filed a suit a s k i n g 
four New Orleans banks to show 
cause why they should not honor 
school board checks. 
The Louisiana Legislature has 
frozen state funds in New Orleans 
banks to keep the present school 
board from paying bills.

The boycott held firm at the 
city’s ot^er integrated school, Mc-

white girls in her class. Eight of 
the 23 white children were first-

Women demonstrators, angered 
by the appearance of 17 white 
children at the William Frantz 
School, tossed eggs and threats 
at white mothers escorting child­ 
ren from the building Monday. 
The previous high in white at­ 
tendance during the boycott was 
IO pupils. Frantz has one Negro 
first-grade pupil. 
A complete white boycott held 
at McDonogh No. 19, where three 
Negro girls, all first-graders, have 
occupied a building that usually

Close Ranks 


Khrush's Coexistence 
Theory Given Nod 


MOSCOW (AP) — The world 
Communist 
movement 
publicly 
closed ranks today to support So­ 
viet Premier Khrushchev’s thesis 
that 
communism 
can 
triumph 
without nuclear war. Khrushchev 
t^us won a victory’ at last month’s 
Communist summit meeting. 
Communist

ing a manifesto that seemed to 
make clear Khrushchev and his 
line of peaceful coexistence re­ 
tain control of world communism’s 
direction—at least for the pres­ 
ent.

This was the major dif­ 
ference with the Kremlin in the

Kennedy said

been cordial. 
The two principals conferred for 
one hour and 52 minutes alone in 
Eisenhower’s office. After a brief

senator went to the Cabinet room 
and talked about an hour and a 
half with the secretaries of de­ 
fense, 
state 
and

Kennedy said the president had 
been extremely "onerous in the 
time he spent with him. 
Kennedy said he and Eisenhow­ 
er discussed the problems of tran­ 
sition of government as well as 
some of the problems the nation 
faces. 
Kennedy said Eisenhower told 
him he would be glad to be of 
service to the country at any time 
in the future when he felt he was 
needed. 
Asked whether he snent more 
time with Eisenhower than he had 
expected to, 
Kennedy 
remarked 
that it w’as a long time but that 
“ a great many matters of com­ 
mon concern” were discussed. 
Kennedy said Eisenhower gave 
him his view’s on a number of 
problems facing the nation, and 
said the president was very help­ 
ful. 
He added that the major em­ 
phasis was on problems this coun­ 
try faces after Kennedy takes of­ 
fice Jan. 20. 
Kennedy said Eisenhower vol­ 
unteered to have another meeting 
if Kennedy wants it. “ I may very 
w’ell do it,” Kennedy said.

An eastern newspaper lists the 
nam es of couples who have applied 
for m arriage licenses under the 
standing head of "M arriage - In­ 
tentions.” In its way this is a form 
of giving notice. It is still not too 
late, of course, for a change of 
mind - or heart — but unusually 
the “intention” is carried out. 
As is w ell known, certain church­ 
es follow the custom of publishing 
m arriage banns for several w eeks 
prior to the 
religious cerem ony 
that m akes a man and a wom an 
husband and wife This is another 
m e t h o d of giving nonce of the 
intentions of the couple planning 
to be married. 
The word “ barm' 
is Uke other 
English words that have different 
or even contradictory 
m eanings. 
It is som etim es spelled “ ban” . In 
c o m m o n usage a “ ban" is us 
ually an authoritative prohibition 
such as excom m unication. But in 
the plural “ banns” it m eans sp e­ 
cifically an announcement of in ­ 
tention to m arry. 
Both the publication of m arriage 
license applications and the publi­ 
cation of m a r r i a g e banns in 
church are exam ples of the d eep ­ 
ly rooted custom , both social and 
legal, of g i v i n g notice. State 
laws cover thousands of situations 
in which 
notice 
by 
publication 
must be 
given 
(m andatory! 
or 
may be gven (perm issive). 
The standard medium for public 
notice is the bona fide new spaper 
of paid general circulation. It is a 
wise provision of the law 
which 
stipulates their use for this pubUc 
service. This is not only in keeping 
with the necessity for putting oth­ 
ers on n o t i c e , but to give m ax­ 
imum coverage for the notice.

Not only were they going to 
clean up such unsa\ory messes 
as rigged shows, free plugs and 
payola, hut they were going to 
tackle the matter of TV violence 
and brutality. 
I recall the thinking of one new­

ture activities. 
“Of course, there has to be a 
certain amount of action,” he said. 
“But I’m going to see to it that 
the excesses are cut out. No more 
of these 
prolonged 
fist 
fights, 
when one or two punches would 
move the story forward. No more 
gun battles, with a victim pumped 
full 
of bullets when 
one 
shot 
would do the trick.” 
Well, that was 14 months or so 
hack. I figured that, with most of 
the filmed action shows made in

take a few months for the new 
antiviolence policies 
to manifest 
themselves. 
But here we are, half through 
another season of television. The 
broadcasting companies are now 
boasting about how tirelessly and 
faithfully they

appearances by the presidential 
candidates. But they still are dish­ 
ing up the same old portions of
